The undue expansion of railroad building, 
which mainly caused the present financial 
crisis, will be apt to lead to a corresponding 
contraction in that useful and necessary 
branch of activity. Owing chiefly to the 
wrongful grants of lands to railroads by the 
government, we have been building new roads 
at the rate of five thousand miles a year, in- 
cluding many that were not needed and the 
means of the country were inadequate to 
construct, The New York Bulletin thin 
that for several years t> come, no new rail- 
road projects will be attempted except 
such as promise to supply an existing pressing 
demand, while on those lines ncw in course 
of construction work is likely to be suspended 
on all but those in which so much money 
has been already invested as to render the 
losses from suspension greater than the risks 
of completion. The crazy Northern Pacific 
scheme, born of land grants and governmen- 
tal favoritism, will reel under this blow. 
The total length of its finished road is five 


fourth of the whole. The compaay has 
earned ten millions acres of its land grant, 
and has issued $30,000,000 of bonds. The 
Chesapeake and Ohio is another great road 
that needs more credit to build its extension 
from Richmond to deep water. Its 
completed line has cost $40,000,000,

A HUGE CONTRACT. 


Special to the Louisvil’e Courier-Journal } 
Wasninaton, D. C., September 21.—The 
follwing is stated to have been the contract of 
Jay Cooke & Co. with the Northera Pacific 
Railroad: They took of the road $35,000,000 
of bonds, and agreed to pay to the road as 
fast as the bonds were sold, 85 per cent. 
thereof. They agreed, further, to pay inter- 
est annually to the road, the amount of the 
interest on bonds remaining in their hands 
unsold, and this interest was to be considered 
as an advance payment on the bonds. On 
the first of September last, the interest due 
to the road by Jay Cooke & Co. was over 
$3,000,000, and there was in their hands at 
least $40,000,000 or $50,000,000 unsold. 
REVERDY JOHNSON’S LETTER TO GRANT. 


Johnson met with several bankers 
Monday, and at his dictation a letter tothe 
President was prepared. It recited in brief 
the salient point of the emergency, the want 
of money and the opinion of the best fican- 
ciersof the country that adraft upon the 
currency reserve would remedy the difficulty. 
The legality of such a step might be ques- 
tioned, but the situation, he thought, was 
such than an exercise of the supreme law of 
public safety was simply warranted.

The letter had great weight with the 
President, but the question of the issue of 
the reserve to the city banks was decided in 
the negative. Notwithstanding, after the 
letter was read by the President and Secre- 
tary Richardson, Senator Morton met Mr. 
Johnson, and the latter said to the Senator: 
“T have reason to believe that the Sub- 
Treasury act, which alone regulates the 
power to designate depositories, was re- 
pealed by the act of July 3, 1869, it is ashort 
section and had escaped my notice until 
to-day.”
